It said that the 
PLO would be willing to be 
represented by such a delegation on 
two conditions: that it get an invita- 
tion to the conference on an equal 
footing with other Arabs, and that a 
militant be appointed delegation 
chairman. 

The newspaper said that this PLO 
position represents “a small shift” 
toward Israel, which has said that 
any West Bank and Gaza Strip 
Palestinian could attend the con- 
ference provided that he does not say 
he is representing the PLO-

u;s. Secretary of the Treasury 
Michael Blumenthal said at & press 
conference In Jerusalem yesterday 
that the U.S. remains .indefinitely 
committed to assist Israel achieve 
its economic goals. 

Blumenthal also said that during 
his two-day visit to Israel, part of a 
comprehensive tour of several Mid- 
dle East countries, he had discussed 
the question of future U.S. aid to 
Israel. 

Israeli sources said that 
Btumenthal had promised that there 
is not only no intention of cutting 
U.S. aid to Israel, but that increased 
aid, above the 1978 level, Is being 
considered. The U.S. Secretary ex- 
pressed bis approval of the 
measures taken by the Government 
to Improve Israel’s economic situa- 
tion and of the Government’s inten- 
tions to Increase the role of private 
enterprise. 

Israeli sources also said 
Bluznenthal mentioned that the 
Egyptian economy may face & 
breakdown within a few years, and 
that the U.S. will therefore have to 
help Egypt. According to 
Blumenthal, these sources said, 
there ts a chance that the Middle 
East will see peace within three 
years. At the press conference, 
Blumenthal said that the U.S. la 
committed to promote peace in the 
area, In collaboration with Israel, 
and that many people in the area 
shared the desire for peace. 

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
said that the taikn with Blumenthal 
had been fruitful, and that the 
Treasury Secretary is a “real friend 
of Israel.” 

Shortly before the press con- 
ference, the two finance ministers 
signed a new agreement for the es- 
tablishment of a 880m. joint 
agricultural research and develop- 
ment fund. The new fund follows the 
$60m. research and development 
fund for industry established a year 
and a half ago. and is intended to 
promote agricultural research In 
both countries. The new fund is ex- 
pected to start operating in about a 
year, and will be within the . 


framework of the U.S.-Israel Joint 
Committee for Investment and 
Trade. 

At the meetings of this committee, 
which took place yesterday and on 
Monday, the U.S. gave assurances 
that Israel will have access to raw 
materials and grains in the event of 
an emergency that might require the 
Imposition of U.S. export controls. 

The committee also reaffirmed the 
importance of encouraging 
American businessmen to consider 
investment and licensing oppor- 
tunities in Israel and the need to 
expand bilateral trade between 
the U.S. and Israel. 

- The committee agreed that a 
working group will meet in Israel 
from October 31 to November 4 to 
promote the mutual accreditation of 
laboratories in both countries for 
testing products. This will assist the 
mutual recognition of standards, 
product specifications and other 
regulations affecting ’trade between 
the two countries. 

The committee noted that 
Washington will help Israel to Im- 
prove Its marketing techniques so as 
to increase exports to the U.S. It also 
noted that Israel had been approved 
as a supplier to the U.S. Department 
of Defence. The latter, the com- 
mittee’s joint statement says, has 
encouraged its officials to explore 
the opportunities for procurement in 
Israel.

Blumenthal drops in on

GIVAT HAIM (Ihud). — U.S.

DAMASCUS. — Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdel -Halim Khaddam 
yesterday accused another Arab 
country — presumably Iraq — of 
plotting an assassination 
attempt against him in which a 
United Arab Emirates govern- 
ment minister died. 

Khaddam cut short & tour of Gulf 
states and returned to Damascus 
after he came under fire when a gun- 
man at Abu Dhabi airport shot and 
killed UA E Deputy Foreign Minister 
Self Bin Ghobash yesterday. 

The Syrian minister said “the cli- 
que” that tried to kill him had been 
sent by an Arab capital. He did not 
say which one. but Iraq, in its long- 
time feud with Syria, is believed to 
have sponsored attempts on Khad- 
dam's life on at least two previous 
occasions. 

There was no official information 
as of last night about the identity of 
the gunman or his motives, but un- 
confirmed reports said he was a 
Palestinian. 

Ghobash had gone to the airport to 
say goodbye to Khaddam. who had 
arrived in Abu Dhabi the previous 
day during a tour of Arab countries. 

Eyewitnesses said the gunman, 
perched on a balcony inside the air- 
port building, fired on the two 
ministers as they were about to enter 
the VIP lounge. 

According to the Middle East 
News Agency. Khaddam dived for 


Washington seen persuading 
Arabs to accept paper

The U.S. is believed to be exer- 
cising its powers of persuasion upon 
the Arab governments in order to 
convince them to accept the Vance- 
Dayon working paper, at least in 
principle. This belief was expressed 
by official sources in Jerusalem 
yesterday — somewhat hopefully — 
to explain why Israel has heard 
nothing as yet from Washington on 
the Arab response to the paper. 

Some sources felt that Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumenthal’s 
Middfe East tour might be seen, 
though It was planned much In ad- 
vance. In the context of the 
American diplomatic Initiative. The 
secretary was presumed to be mak- 
ing his own efforts, along with those 
of ambassadors in the area, and of- 
ficials in Washington, to urge the 
Arabs to deliver a basically positive 
response to the working paper. 

On the thorny question of PLO 
representation, the Americans are 
understood to be stressing to the 
Arabs that Israel simply will not 
yield on this, and so for the Arabs to 
remain adamant will effectively 
thwart the resumption of the con- 
ference. It would be better, the U.S. 
diplomats argue, to let the con- 
ference begin, and hope the problem 
works itself out In the course of the 


deliberations. 

Israel Television news last night 
had a “top Israeli official” express- 
ing “cautious optimism” that the 
Geneva conference would yet be 
reconvened, as planned, during 
December. Other officials agreed 
that Israel had every right to be op- 
timistic , since it had signed the 
paper with the U.S. and was entitled 
to assume that the U.S. had known 
and taken account of Arab positions 
when the paper was being drafted. 

These officials repeated that 
Israel was. not ruling out possible 
amendments in the wording — 
provided these amendments did not 
affect Israel’s three fundamental 
principles: no PLO presence, no 
negotiation on a third state,' and no 
automatic demand for total Israel 
withdrawal. 

Meanwhile, officials here firmly 
insist that the question of the c ha ir - 
manship of the proposed working 
groups at Geneva has not been dis- 
cussed between the U.8. and Israel. 
The denial followed a Jerusalem 
Post report yesterday from 
Washington that the U.3. was “con- 
sidering a compromise,” whereby 
UN officials would chair the groups 
rather than Americans and 
Russians, as had originally been 
proposed. Israel was said to have 
balked at the original proposal.

Ghobash, a 40-year-old father of four 
children, fell bleeding to the floor 
and later died of his wounds at a 
military' hospital. His funeral was 
set far today. 

MENA said Khaddam’s 
bodyguards opened fire on the gun- 
man. but missed. Eleven bullet holes 
were found in the glass door to the 
VIP lounge. 

The MENA correspondent, who 
witnessed the shooting, said the gun- 
man fled from his firing position, 
swapped shots with pursuing police 
and escaped onto the tarmac 
through the airport restaurant. 

He said the man took seven 
hostages as he fled and herded them 
in the direction of a parked 
Czechoslovak cargo Jet, which was 
surrounded by security forces. 

After 90 minutes of negotiations 
and a threat by Abu Dhabi security 
forces to open fire, the gunman sur- 
rendered and the hostages were 
freed. 

Khaddam conferred with 
Emirates Foreign Minister Ahmed 
Khalifa al Suweidl before leaving on 
a special jet to Damascus, cutting 
short his gulf tour. The Foreign 
Minister had already visited Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait and the Emirates 
and had planned to continue on to 
Qatar and Bahrain. 

Apparently as an extra security 
precaution, Khaddam ’s own plane 
returned to the Syrian capital emp- 
ty. 

Before the Foreign Minister left. 
Emirates officials handed him a slip 
of paper believed to contain the gun- 
man's name. 

An organization calling Itself 
“Black June” — after the June 1976 
Syrian military intervention against 
the Palestinians in Lebanon — 
claimed responsibility tor last 
December's attempt on Khaddam's 
life. 

Syria, however, maintained that 
Iraq, ruled by a rival faction of the 
Arab Ba'ath Socialist Party, was 
behind the attempt on Khaddam and 
several killings and attempted 
assassinations in Syria during the 
past 18 months. 

Syria has meanwhile become 
reconciled with the mainstream 
Palestinian organizations and Is 
championing the cause of their full 
representation at a resumed Geneva 
peace conference. 

But it is still opposed by Zraq and 
■ ’rejectioniat'' groups of 
Palestinians who see any attempt to 
reach an accommodation with Israel 
as a sellout of the Palestinian cause.

Canadian FM due today

Canadian Foreign Minister Donald 
Jamieson is due in Jerusalem early 
this afternoon for a four-day official 
visit. He will visit Egypt next week. 
Officials in Ottawa were ' quoted 
yesterday as saying their minister 
hoped to nudge the two countries a 
little closer to the peace table, urg- 
ing both of them to show flexibility 
on the procedural problems now 
blocking progress to Geneva. 

Mr. Jamieson said a month ago 
that Canada can “exert a con- 
siderable amount of influence” on 
Israel because of the long record of 
friendship between the two nations. 

We have credit notes in the Middle 
East that we may be able to cash 
in,” he said. 

Underlining the record of 
friendship with Israel, the minister 
told the UN General Assembly last 
month: . “We deplore... .all efforts 
within this assembly and elsewhere 
to attribute patently false motives to 
Israel or to diminish its status and 
rights within the UN or as a 
legitimate member of the world 
community.” 

Jamieson is to meet with Premier 
Begin, Foreign Minister Dayan and 
Defence Minister Weizman during 
his visit. He will also be the lunch 
guest of Prof. Mosbe Arens, Chair- 
man of the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee, and will 
meet with many other politicians of 
all parties at two dinners in his 
honour. 


He will spend the weekend visiting 
the north of the country — and es- 
pecially the Canadian contingent 
with Undof on the Golan Heights. 

Israel sources pointed to Canada's 
current membership of the UN 
Security Council (until January 
1979 » as lending her particular 
weight and Influence on the inter- 
national stage. 

The sources expected Jamieson to 
stress both here and in Cairo his 
country's basic support for the 
American peace effort, a position be- 
ing consistently taken now by vir- 
tually all Western statesmen. In his 
UN address the Canadian minister 
noted that “all of us are hoping that 
present initiatives will prove 

successful....” 

The minister will be heading an 
Impressively heavyweight party, in- 
cluding the chairman of the 
parliamentary foreign affairs and 
defence committee. Marcel 
Prud’Honnc. and three other MPs, 
the Under-Secretary of State (depu- 
ty minister! A.E. Gotlieb, and other 
aides. Some two dozen newsmen will' 
also be accompanying him. 

He Is the fourth Canadian minister 
to visit Israel since Premier 
Trudeau himself was here in late 
summer of 1976. 

From Israel. Jamieson will fly to 
Spain and Greece, returning to the 
Middle East towards the end of next 
week for his stay in Egypt where he 
hopes to meet with president Sadat. 


Armoured Corps learns to stretch its resources

Israel will be able to deploy many 
more tanks alongthe borders than It 
has in the -past -thanks "to recent 
changes In ..the armoured corps’ 
training programme, the corps’ 

- commander Aluf Mosbe Peled told 
military reporters yesterday. 

The new programme, for soldiers 
undergoing basic training, has been 
tested in two courses and was finally 
approved by Chief of Staff Rav-Aiuf 
. Mordechai Cur earlier this week. 
The Jerusalem Post learnt yester- 
day. 

.'-The training programme will help 
solve the army's manpower shor- 
tage.- Peled argued. 

. “There are too few regular 
soldiers,” he explained. “A country 
/which relies on. a reserve force is 
/ vulnerable 1 to a surprise attack and 
■v ia limited in Ita capability to launch 

- such an attack because the. enemy 


may learn of a call-up of reserves.” 

Under the new system, soldiers 
who learn to drive tanks, for exam- 
ple. do not sit aside while a few 
drive. Those who are not actually 
driving take other eourses, including 
the regular basic training 
programme, until their turn comes. 

Peled noted soldiers cannot be ex- 
pected to absorb all the lectures 
given, and the break for physical and 
other exercises refreshes them. 

Some training Is given in the field 
units, leading to & saving of a month- 
and-a-haif framing time per soldier. 
This time, multiplied by the vast' 
number of soldiers passing through 
that base a year, provides many ad- 
ditional soldiers for active field ser- 
vice. Peled said. 

Peled derided the suggestion that 
the soldiers' standards declined. He 
said that the time devoted to actual 
training has been increased In all 
courses. 


Peled told the reporters the 
emergency stores are in "good con- 
dition.” fThe last State- 
Comptroller’s report was highly 
critical pf the state of the stores.) 
But he opposed allocating more 
funds and manpower to assure “one 
hundred per cent orderliness" in the 
stores, because that would mean 
fewer soldiers along the border. 

Most of the tanks In service are of 
the 1950s and 1960s generation. Peled 
said that the tanka of the 1980s will be 
"four times better than present 
ones.” The Israel-developed 
Mcrkava belongs to the next genera- 
tion. he said, but noted that the IDF 
cannot afford to replace ail Its tanks, 
and the corps is busy finding ways to 
enable available tanks to effectively 
counter those of the next generation. 

“This is one of the corps' most dif- 
ficult problems,” he said. 

Peled denied that anti-tank mis- 


siles make tanks obsolete, partly 
because effective artillery fire can 
force an enemy to seek cover until 
the tanks are too close. 

He said the army's basic defence 
strategy still calls for a short and 
decisive war in which IDF forces 
must move into enemy territory. 

Reporters who visited the Ar- 
moured Corps training school 
yesterday were taken to a shooting 
range in which small toy tanks were 
pulled by wires across simulated 
rough terrain. The gunners' moves 
were recorded on video-tape, enabl- 
ing instructors to follow the trainees 
movements. The U.S. Array has also 
adopted this system, developed by 
the Hebrew University. 

The tour and briefing was part of 
the build-up towards Armoured 
Corps' Day. which has been ad- 
vanced to tomorrow as the 
traditional date, October 29. falls on 
Shabbat. 


ROME. — The terror wave triggered 
by the Baader-Meinhof triple prison 
deaths continued yesterday with the 
kneecap shooting of a Christian 
Democratic city councilman and an 
attack on a German car showroom. 

The two German schools in Rome 
hax’e been shut down "as a 
precaution.” following telephoned 
leftist threats to kill the West Ger- 
man ambassador and warnings to 
German diplomats and their 
families to leave the country. 

Schools director Alois Oberberger 
said: “This is a precaution, although 
I cannot imagine children being at- 
tacked. The schools are closed until 
November 2.’’ 

The kneecapping came early 
yesterday as Turin Councilman An- 
tonio Cocozzello. 47. left home for bis 
teaching Job. He said: “A tall fair 
woman and a chubby dark man 
pointed pistols at me. I cannot be 
sure but I think only-the man fired.” 
Two bullets lodged In his kneecap, 
another In his leg and a fourth graz- 
ed his stomach In the second such at- 
tack on a Christian Democratic 
councilman In three days. 

After gunmen fired eight bullets 
into the legs and chest of a Milan 
Christian Democratic councilman on 
Sunday, an anonymous telephone 
caller said the attack was to avenge 
the Baader-Meinhof deaths, official- 
ly described as suicide. 

In Rome during the night two fire- 
bombs hurled at a Volkswagen 
salesroom smashed the show win- 
dow and damaged a car in the latest 
of a series of attacks on West Ger- 
man car and other business 
buildings In Italy since the Baader- 
Meinhof gang deaths. 

In Paris, a bomb explosion 
destroyed the offices of the French 
Magistrates Trade Union yesterday 
and officials said the blast was the 
first attack of rightist “counter- 
terrorists’' hostile to the Baader- , 
Meinhof extreme leftists. 

The bomb smashed the offices 
minutes before the arrival of 
employees of the union, formed by 
left-leaning judges who have been 
condemned by former Justice 
Minister Joseph Fontanet as "red 
magistrates.” 

Officials expressed concern that 
France might enter a cycle of 
rightist extremism responding to ex- 
treme leftist terrorism. The libera- 
tion of the Lufthansa hostages, the 
death of Andreas Baader and his 
confederates and the murder of kid- 
napped West German business 
leader Hanns-Martin Schlever have 
been followed by a wave of leftist 
violence fn which a number of Ger- 
man buses and business offices have 
been attacked. 

The latest blast came on the heels 
of reports that a West German “anti- 
terrorist brigade" with connections 
in France has killed two of the 16 ex- 
tremists wanted for Schleyer's 
assassination. 

Fearing street violence. Paris 
police banned a planned rightist ral- 
ly in front of the West German Em- 
bassy. called for today to support 
Bonn's fight against the Baader- 
Meinhof group, as well as an ex- 
treme leftist counter-demonstration. 

In the Nancy region, police with 
dogs scoured the countryside to 
check reports from the self-styled 
“anti-terrorist brigade." that the 
body of one of the slain German ex- 
tremists had been dumped near a 
brook. 

Police Investigators in Alsace, 


further to the east, meanwhile inten- 
sified their search for the possible 
hiding place where the kidnappers 
.kept Sehleyer before his murder. 

French Interior Minister Christian 
Bonnet flew to Stuttgart to represent 
the French Government at 
Schleyer’s funeral, after which he 
was to hold strategy talks with Ger- 
man officials coordinating the two 
countries' anti-terrorist crackdown. 

Some 500 armed policemen and 
marksmen were posted on surroun- 
ding rooftops for the funeral, which 
was attended by the entire West Ger- 
man cabinet. Schleyer's family, and 
scores of friends and associates. 

Police sealed off the modem St. 
Eberhard Church and thousands of 
people, unable to get seats, thronged 
outside listening to the services over 
loudspeakers. 

Delivering the eulogy. West Ger- 
man President Walter Bcheel called 
on governments to unite In stamping 
out terrorism. He said the gang who 
shot Sehleyer were “barbarians ... 
enemies of every civilization." 

The period since the kidnapping in 
Cologne on September 5 had been 
“the worst In the history of the 
Federal Republic,” he said.

‘Holocaust debunkers aiming at Israel’s right to exist’ 

Knessset will debate anti-Semitism

With the agreement of Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, the Knesset 
yesterday, without opposition, decid- 
ed to hold a full-dress debate on the 
rising tide of anti-Semitic 
manifestations throughout the 
world, and in Germany in particular. 

Dayan announced his agreement 
to such a debate in bis reply to three 
urgent motions by Chaike Grosman 
(Alignment), Assaf Yaguri 
(Democratic Movement for 
Change) , and Hillel Seidel (Likud), 

Grosman spoke of 'the Foreign 
Ministry's “inaction" in the face of 
the growing number of books (she 
enumerated 70), rqany of them pur- 
ported scholarly works by university 
teachers, .“proving” that the 
Holocaust never happened but had 
been invented by the Jews with the 
purpose of extorting support for 
Israel by making the world feel guil- 
ty. The ultimate aim of the 

Holocaust-debunkers, she said, was 


to deprive Israel of any moral 
Justification to exist. 

Instead of occupying ourselves 
with efforts to merge Holocaust 
Remembrance Day observances 
with those of Tisha Be'&v, she said, 
we should mobilize all our resources 
In an effort to rouse, the world 
against this rehabilitation of Hitler 
and Nazism. 

As Grosman made her way back to 
her seat from the podium, Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin rose 
towards her and gripped her hand 
warmly. 

Yaguri dwelt on the recent inci- 
dent at the military academy in 
Munich, where a group of cadets lit a 
.bonfire and threw into it slips of 
paper with “Jew” written on them. 
In the light of this Incident, he said, 
we should reconsider our relations 
with West Germany. The German 
people's sense of guilt for what It did 
during the Hitler period seems to 
have waned, and the world should 
not be surprised If we are still sen- 
sitive on the subject. 


Yaguri said That as one bom and 
bred in this country (Grosman and 
Seidel both are Holocaust survivors 
and ex-partisans) he too did not wish, 
to forget the Holocaust. The world’s 
silence In the face of the rising tide of 
anti-Semitism gave cause for con- 
cern. 

Seidel pointed to examples of anti- 
Semitic resurgence in various coun- 
tries. specifically listing Austria, 
Britain, the U.S„ the Soviet Union, 
Italy, West Germany, and Quebec 
Province in Canada; He noted the 
revival of the Nazi “selection prin- 
ciple" In the recent airplane hi- 
jackers. The free world, he said, has 
disgraced Itself by remaining silent 
again, as it did during the Hitler 
period. 

In his reply, Dayan listed the 
things that IsraeZ and Jewish 
organizations abroad were doing on 
the subject, but he welcomed the op- 
portunity to have the Knesset dis- 
cuss further action.

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
yesterday got the Coalition 
steamroller to strike off the Knesset 
agenda a motion by Gideon Hauaner 
(Independent Liberals) calling for 
an Israeli initiative to bring about an 
international convention against 
terror. 

Dayan explained the 
Government's negative stand on the 
grounds that International action 
against terror had not helped much 
so far, and that in any case Western 
countries did not want Israel as a co- 
sponsor. 

The Foreign Minister revealed 
that only yesterday he had told U.8. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis that 
Israel takes strong objection to the 
request of the American delegation 
at the UN that It keep Us hands off In- 
ternational initiatives against 
terror. 


He reported that Austrian 
diplomats at the UN had told Israel it 
was unwanted as a co-sponsor, 
because Israel’s presence would 
only raise Arab Ire. 

Dayan told the Knesset that Israeli 
involvement In international moves 
against terrorism would backfire, 
and that Israel did not need to chalk 
up such defeats at this time. 

Other Knesset factions which had 
tabled motions like Hausner's had 
agreed to withdraw them. But 
Hausner had refused to do so, Dayan 
<jom plained. 

He said that in the past the Arabs 
had torpedoed most UN Initiatives 
against terror. 

Dayan complained that only three 
of the 48 proposals Israel submitted 
last year to the International Civil 
Aviation Organization (ICAO) to 
protect civil aviation were accepted. 


After the Lufthansa hijacking. thin 
month, he said, Israel had again ask- 
ed the ICAO to summon a conference 
against hijacking. 

Hausner said in his motion that ac- 
tion through the UN was useless. 
Instead, Israel should work for mul- 
tilateral and bilateral agreements 
between nations against terror. 
These should provide for cooperation 
In the rescue of hostages and in the 
arrest of hijackers; exchange, of in- 
formation about terrorist plots; 
mutual aid between secret services; 
and denial of aviation rights to coun- 
tries that harbour terrorists or hi- 
jackers. 

Shulamit Aloni (CRM), moving 
that the motion be referred to com- 
mittee, said that despite Israel's 
repeated failure to get international 
action, it should keep trying. But the 
Coalition majority voted down her 
motion as well.

Israel cannot accept the idea of a 
"Palestinian state headed by the 
FLO" in the West Bank and Israel 
does not intend to remove its 
military forces or artillery positions 
from along the Jordan River, 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan said 
yesterday. 

Dayan, addressing the 24th bien- 
nial convention of Women's 
American ORT at Jerusalem’s 
Bin yen el Ha’ooma, declared: "We 
are not hardliners. We .are reffpansi- 
SHe- l&ople * — responsible - fra - . "the ! 
futarf; bf the Jewish State. 

"Tfrtf'Jews have suffered too in any 
disasters in the course of our history. 
Sure, it would be very easy now to 
pack up and withdraw (from the 
West Bank) . In fact, the world would 
applaud such a move and our friends 
would commend us. But, unfor- 
tunately, we Jews have learned we 
must depend on our own efforts 
rather than on our friends.” 


Israel does not oppose the idea of 
Palestinian Arabs having their own 
homeland, the Foreign Minister add- 
ed. "But you cannot turn back the 
clock. They could have had a state of 
their own under the 1947 UN Parti- 
tion Plan. But they rejected It and we 
had to go to war.” 

The reason the FLO is now pushing 
for a state In the West Rank is that 
the terrorist organization wants a 
"springboard from which to launch a 
war on Israel, so they could get what 
they are really after: A Palestinian 
-state stretching from' the Medi terror ; 
nean- "Sea. jtq the Jordan- River.” • -. • 
The four-day ORT meeting, which ' 
closes tonight, marks the 80th an- ’■ 
niversary of the Women’s American 
unit. This is the largest ORT con- 
stituent in the worldwide network, 
with 138,000 members in 1,073 
chapters throughout the U.S.

Flomin: Subsidies

Afeir Pa'll ( Shell}) said the 
Treasury would pay more to bond 
holders on account of the rise in the 
Index, than it would save from cut- 
ting the subsidies.

Knesset makes law of bills 
on burglary. Civil Defence 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Knesset yesterday voted into 
law a bill tightening civil defence 
regulations and another expanding 
the authority of the magistrates 
courts in dealing with burglary. 

The first bill, presented by Dr.- 
,Zerah Warfaaftig on behalf of the 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, tightens the provisions of the 
existing Civil Defence Law about the 
responsibilities of home owners and 
tenants in maintaining bomb 
shelters. 

The second bill presented by the 
chairman of the Constitution, 
Legislation and Law Committee, 
David Glass, empowers the 
magistrates courts to hear trials on 
charges of burglary , provided that 
they will not pass sentences of ijpiore 
than three years' Imprisonment. 

In presenting the second bill. Glass 
noted that the crimes covered by the 
bill now constitute more than one 
third of the criminal proceedings 
brought before the district courts, as 


a result of which it takes an inor- 
dinately long time before criminals 
are brought to justice. About 91 per 
cent of convictions for breaking and 
burglary carry sentences of Z< 
than three years, the average being 
one year, although the law permits 
maximum sentences of 6-7 years. 

Glass called for ove rhauling the 
courts* structure, and called on the 
country’s judges to deal more 
severely with the ever-raising tide of 
crime.

Tallest chimney in country ‘will rain skyline’ 

Target for new Shaare Zedek: November 1978

Jerusalem Port Reporter 

The staff of Jerusalem’s Shaare 
Zedek Hospital yesterday started a 
year-long countdown that they hope 
will end in November 1978 with the 
opening of their new 100 , 000 -square- 
metre medical centre opposite 
Mount Herzl. 

Batches of Jerusalemites and 
tourists were led during the day 
through corridors strewn with 
building; materials and past walls 
and ceilings gaping with wiring and 
air ducts. 

Although the still-bare interior 
leaves much to the imagination, 
various pavilions and wards are 
already .marked, with permanent 
signs in honour of their donors. 

Since 1970, over $i3m. of 'the es- 
timated $42m. cost of the hospital 
has been collected in individual con- 
tributions, - The rest comes from' 
Israel Government matching funds, 
and from U.S. bank loans 
guaranteed by the government 
because -some of the matching funds 
have not yet been paid. The U.S. 
Government has granted < 6 m. for a 
clinic in memory of Emma Lazarus 
(the Amerlcan-Jewish poetess) and 
a nursing school. 

The 75 tyear-old Shaare Zedek . 
building — recognised by the 
municipality as an official landmark 
— and a number of pre-tab struc- 
tures to Jaffa Road will be vacated a . 
year from now. The hospital's direc- 
tors have still not decided what they 
will do with the historic edifice, but a 
day-hospital is one possibility. 

The old 280-bed Shaare Zedek has 
recently bean bolstered by extra 
staff and departments so that the 
transition and move to the new site 
will be easier. 

'Shaare Zedek has sent a special 
team to England for several weeks 
to study the British system . of 
hospital moving,” said Paul 
Wfmpfheimer, assistant to the 
director-general, on a tour for 
reporters. 

Designed by architects Brutzkus 
and Schenberger, the Baytt Vegan 
centre consists of. a 10 -storey main 
hospital (three floors built below 
street level but open to.ligbt and air) , 
parking . for 300 Vehicles, eight 
smaller buildings connected 
throughout by interior, passages, a

day-care centre for employees’ 
children, and a number of out- 
patient clinics. 

The top floor of the main building, 
licensed only recently, wUJ contain a 
geriatrics community centre, while, 
the lowest floor will Include space for 
a 250-bed emergency hospital that 
could, operate under conditions, of ' 
atomic, bacteriological, and 
-chemical warfare. About 350 beds- 
have been approved for the regular 
hospital, hut there Is room for: 170 
more. 

The Jerusalem Municipality . 
spokesman -told The Jerusalem Post 
•yesterday that Shaare Zedek 
deserves credit for "building 1 
everything according to the law and. 
obtaining all necessary licences". - 
despite the complexity of the pro- ' 
ject, which could compete with the 
planning problems of a small city. 

But one feature of the hrsgltMl 
complex has created an uproar 
among Baytt Vegan residents, who 
have, since last Thursday, been 
watching the construction of' what 


. will Jbe the largest and taUest 
chimney In iwy fil. - 

Originally, a‘ 35-metre-tall 
chimney was approved, to emit waste 
gases from the complex. But an 
'.ecology team from the Technics and 
the Health .Ministry, which took wind 
tests and collected data for months, 
recommended that tbe chimney be 
-'75 metres high. The local planning 
commission will meet today to grant 
a licence for the chimney. . 

Workers have been tolling around 
the clock pouring cement for the 75- 
metre column; any interruption to 
the work, they explain, would cause 
cracking. 

But neighbours complain that the 
chimney- will stand 30 metres higher 
than the hospital roof and ruin the 
skyline. Shaare Zedek officials 
argue that it would be’ cheaper not to 
build one, but that they must con- 
struct it to prevent - pollution of the 



area.

Owner of Acre 
disaster launch 
jailed for year 

HAIFA (Itim). — The owner and 
operator of the excursion boat Nurlt, 
which capsized off Acre last 
Independence Day killing eight peo- 
ple was yesterday sentenced to a 
year's imprisonment by the District 
Court here. 

Robert Shusmous. 47. was found 
guilty of causing the death of eight of 
his 72 passengers after the prosecu- 
tion proved that he knew he was only 
licensed to take 22 day-trippers. 

But the three-panel court ac- 
quitted Shusmous of the charge of 
gross criminal negligence saying 
that the prosecutor had failed to 
prove reckless behaviour. 

The eight people died when they 
were trapped in the Nurit's 
superstructure when the boat cap- 
sized. A Transportation Ministry 
naval expert testified in the trial that 
there were no adverse weather con- 
ditions that could have caused the 
accident, and that the fact that it was 
heavily overladen caused the Nurit 
to capsize.

Jaffa men convicted of murder 
conspiracy in grenade trial 


TEL AVIV (Itim — Two Jaffa men 
were yesterday found guilty of con- 
spiring to murder by tossing a 
grenade Into the home of a Jaffa cou- 
ple who were supposed to testify In a 
large opium trial. 

The grenade tossed Into Shmuel 
and Rina Catalan's home killed Rina 
Ashkenazi who was sleeping in the 
flat. Judge Itamar Pilpel found 
Amos Sulami and Shimon Cohen 
guilty of all the charges filed by the 
prosecution, even though he remark- 
ed in his verdict that there were 
numerous contradictions In various 
testimonies, including that of a 
police officer. 

Amos Sulami's brother, Ya'acov, 
has been sentenced to a heavy jail 
term for concealing a large cache of 
opium on the Catalan's roof. Shmuel 
and Rina Catalan were due to testify 
at his trial but the night before they 
were to appear in court a grenade 
was tossed Into their flat. Rina 
Ashkenazi, who was keeping Rina 
Catalan company because her hus- 
band was In the reserves, was killed 
In the blast. 

Rina and Shmuel Catalan even- 
tually testified In both Ya'acov 
Sulami's trial — where their 
testimony was essential to his con- 


viction — and in that of Amos Sulami 
and Shimon Cohen. In the letters' 
trial they said that the two had tried 
to stop them from testifying In the 
drug dealer's trial. Sulami and 
Cohen were also found guilty of in- 
timidating witnesses. 

The conspiracy to murder charge 
was proved In part by tape- 
recordings of conversations between 
the two men while they were 
remanded In a police lock-up after 
the blast, and partly because of the 
testimony of a prosecution witness 
who claimed that the two convicted 
men had asked for his help in plan- 
ting the grenade. Even though the 
prosecution witness, Yosef Haruah, 
was declared a liar by Pilpel, the 
Judge decided to convict the men 
because of supporting evidence and 
the accuseds' own testimony- 

judge Pilpel gave his verdict in 
the afternoon after normal court 
hours in a room packed with a 
special police force and the con- 
victed men's relatives. The two men 
entered the court room smiling but 
as the Judge drew to the end of his 

long and detailed verdict they 
started to shout and had to be 
restrained by police officers. 


Con-men in J’lem, police warn 


Jerusalem police yesterday Issued 
a warning to residents of the Capital 
against two confidence tricksters 
who duped at least five people Into 
buying virtually worthless watches 
for IL1.000 each. 

Police described the crooks' 
method of operation after five com- 
plaints were registered by people 
who had bought the expensive- 
looking watchea. They said that one 
of the con-men — dressed as a tourist 
and speaking foreign languages — 
would station himself in a public 
place such as a bus station and offer 
the watch for sale saying he was 
stranded and broke and needed 
money to eat.

UN move for boycott of S. Africa 


LONDON. — Diplomatic sources 
here said yesterday that Britain and 
other major Western powers do not 
favour an arms and Investment 
boycott of South Africa because it 
would delay settlement of the 
Rhodesia and Namibia (South-West 
Africa) issues and raise economic 
problems. 

The sources point out that Britain 
has a great deal at stake in South 
Africa, and its economy would be 
hard hit if mandatory sanctions were 
Imposed. But at the same time, they 
said, Britain would be reluctant to 
veto sanctions because of its effect 
on African opinion. 

Foreign Secretary David Owen 
called in Britain's Ambassador to 
South Africa, Sir David Scott, for 
consultations on Monday. The two 
men are believed to have discussed 
the current moves at the UN to im- 
pose mandatory sanctions against 
South Africa following last week’s 
brutal crack-down on black 
organisations. Officials said yester- 
day that Sir David, who is currently 
on leave, was asked to remain 
available for further meetings if 
needed. 

OJ, Ambassador to the UN An- 
drew Young, however, said on Mon- 
day (M he fa roars Imposing seme 
form of sanctions against the white 
government of South Africa to force 
It to yield to international pressure 
for racial reform. 

Young made the remark to 
reporters after leaving a Security 
Council meeting where African 
delegates, angered by the South 
African crackdown, demanded a 
comprehensive arms and economic 
embargo against Pretoria. 

Asked whether he favoured some 
sort of sanctions against South 
Africa, Young replied: “Yes, 1 guess 
I do." 

The outspoken diplomat made It 
clear this was his personal view and 
the final decision would be made by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 


President Jimmy Carter. 

In the Security Council debate. 
Tunisian Ambassador Mahmoud 
Mestirl, who spoke on behalf of 
African delegates, said South 
Africa’s decision last week to shut 
down two top black newspapers, dis- 
band 18 opposition groups and arrest 
dozens of critics showed that the 
time for tougher Security Council ac- 
tion had come. 

In south Africa itself, police fired 
shots, tear gas and mounted b a t on 
char ges against youths so smoulder- 
ing discontent flared into violence on 
Monday, police officials said. 

Maj.-Gen. Dawld Kriel. Deputy 
Commissioner of Police in charge of 
riot control throughout South Africa, 
said police fired teargas, charged 
with batons and finally pelted a 
crowd of 300 blacks with blrdshot at 
a township near King William's 
Town, 720 km. south of 
Johannesburg. Kriel, who gave no

Sadat ‘ready to cut Israel down to size* 


CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat says Egypt is ready to cut 
Israel down to size in another Middle 
East war, should it persist In its 
refusal to evacuate all occupied 
Arab territories, Including East 
Jerusalem. 

The Israeli withdrawal, as well as 
Arab demands for the creation of an 
Independent Palestinian state, are 
not negotiable, Sadat said. 

But before resorting to war, the 
Arabs will explore all avenues 
leading to a settlement, provided the 
Palestine Liberation Organization is 
allowed to participate In peace talks, 
he said. 

Sadat’s declarations were con- 
tained in a speech delivered on his 
behalf late on Monday by State 


Minister Homed Mahmoud at 8uec 
City. The occasion was a rally mark- 
ing the Israeli siege around the city 
In one of the last battles of the Yom 
Klppur War. 

Observers believe the hard-line 
statements were aimed at putting 
pressure oh both America and Israel 
to accelerate the Middle East peace 
process and to include the FLO in the 
Geneva peace conference. 

"If Israel wants to test us again, 
we will teach it a lesson more cruel . 
than the lesson of yesterday,” Sadat* 
said, alluding to what Egypt con- 
siders as Its victory in the 1978 war. 
“We will cut it down to size. 

"We aeek peace, but if it is not 
realized, then fighting will become 
imperative." he said. “Our men 


have not laid down their weapons 
and are keeping their finger on the 
trigger.” 

"The objectives of setting up an in- 
dependent Palestinian state and en- 
suring the right of the Palestinians to 
return jo their homes in what is now 
Israel and determine their destinies 
must not be renounced,” he said. .. 

Sadat said he was raising an "olive 
branch with one hand, but the other 
carries a weapon. We are ready to go- 
to the Geneva conference, without 
belittling the role of any of the con- 
cerned parties,” Sadat said. "But we 
cannot allow anybody to undermine - 
our achievements or . the 
achievements of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, who have chosen the PLO as the 
tool of their struggle.” .

JOHANNESBURG (UPI).— Ivory 
hunters killed between 100,000 and 
400,000 elephants on the African con- 
tinent last year, an international 
authority on elephants said yester- 
day.

About 710 tons of ivory — ■ taken 
from some 71,000 elephants — was 
shipped from Africa to Hong Kong 
alone during 1976, he said. 

Africa also exported ivory to 
Japan, China, India, the Middle 
East, Europe and America. "And 
there seems to be no let-up in the 
demand," he told about 600 
delegates attending the conference.

"The general cbntineigjal picture 


is one of decline," Douglas-Hamllton 
said. "The northernmost elephants 
live in Mauritania, but not one .has 
been seen In the last 10 years and 
only their droppings indicate their 
existence." 

Douglas-Hamllton said it had been 
reported that In Chad — on the 
southern edge of the Sahara — the 
army had used rockets to shoot at 
elephants from helicopters.

Hijackers still not identified 


Marcos accuses ‘Arab land’

MOGADISHU, Somalia. — The four 
terrorists who hijacked the Lufthan- 
sa jetliner last week remain official- 
ly unidentified, hut foreign 
diplomatic sources here disclosed 
that three of them possessed Iranian 
passports while the fourth was 
travelling on a Dutch passport. 

It was not revealed, however, 
whether these travel documents 
were forged or stolen, and the 
Somali Government continued to 
maintain strict secrecy surrounding 
their investigation, not permitting 
anyone to visit the sole surviving- 
suspect. 

The survivor, who carried an Ira- 
nian passport in. the name of 
Shahnaz Gholam, 22, is kept under a 
heavy guard at a Mogadishu hospital 
with slight gunshot wounds in her 
shoulder and leg. 

She was arrested while shouting in 
Arabic to bystanders following the 
spectacular West German comman- 
do raid last week. 

During the five-day hijacking 
odyssey, the four hijackers were 
heard to communicate In Arabic and 
in broken English. Since neither 
Iranians nor Dutch normally speak 
Arabic, some diplomats here were 
sceptical about the authenticity of 
the passports. 


An Arab diplomat here said he 
knew the passports were genuine 
and that none of the hijackers were 
Arab. A Chinese doctor who saw the 
bodies reportedly suggested that the 
three dead terrorists were all rather 
fair coloured, looking more Euro- 
pean than Arab. Some sources 
suggested that the surviving girl was 
a Palestinian. 

The terrorists may have been 
associated with the extreme Palesti- 
nian group, the so-called Popular 
Organization led by Wadir Haddad, 
according to some Arab suggestions 
here. Haddad dropped out of sight 
after he was expelled two years ago 
from the leadership of another 
radical Palestinian group, the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. 

Although the Front is regarded as 
one of the most radical Palestinian 
groups, Haddad's expulsion from its 
leadership was reported to have 
been based on charges that he had 
been too radical. 

The consensus here is that the hi- 
jackers were part of an International 
terrorist network that embraces 
offshoots of the West Gemmas 
Baader-Meinhof group, the 
Japanese Red Army, and allies qf 
Carlos, the Venezuelan terrorist. 

According to the passports, the 


dead hijackers were Johannes Ger- 
dus, a Dutch citizen, and Resa 
Ah assy and Soraya Ansary, both Ira- 
nian nationals. 

Gerdus, who was believed to have 
been the spokesman for the group, 
had identified himself during the hi- 
jacking as Walter Mahmoud. 

The three terrorists, who died in 
the West German assault that freed 
88 hostages aboard the Lufthansa 
Boeing-787, reportedly have been 
buried here. 

Just how the investigation Is being 
conducted and who else is involved 
apart from the Somalis remains un- 
known. There are reports that West 
German police and Interpol are In- 
volved, but the degree of their in- 
volvement and of Somalia’s coopera- 
tion with outside investigators could 
not be ascertained.

British energy minister Tony 
Wedgwood Bean said the decision 
had “opened up a new option of a 
very important kind for the 21st cen- 
tury;"

their roots. “The minute Mexicans 
hear you are from Israel, you' will 
suddenly find someone walking up to 
you and revealing that his family 
were originally Jewish — or mtevo 
Christianas, new Christians.*' It Is a 
common belief that surnames 
denoting flora or fauna, or place- 
names, denote a Jewish origin, Abt 
said. 

Not all Israeli experts working 
abroad are Jews. Ahmed Sahlekar, 
for example, is an Israeli Arab from 
Kfar Kara. He now heads an 
agricultural programme in Haiti. 
Since he launched his programme in 
the Cul-de-Sac district, the income of 
local farmers has risen from about 
9300 per family per year to over $1,- 
100 per family per year. 

Sahlekar, . who has learned the 
local dialect; walks around the 
farms wearing a kova tembel and 
short-sleeved shirt. He. has earned 
the respect of the local farmers, 
because of the wdy he talks to them,' 
as one farmerjn another. He trained 
10 of the best farmers In the region to 
serve as his aides, and today they aid 


small groups of farmers to increase 
their yields. The local people sewn to 
learn faster when given information 
by one of their own. 

Officials of the Organisation of 
American States recently visited the 
project and were especially im- 
pressed by the new methods in- 
troduced. Higher incomes have 
already resulted in improved 
educational and medical sendees. 

The Inter-American Bank has now 
indicated its willingness to finance 
the expansion of this project, and it 
is understood that Israel will also be 
involved in the new programme. 

The work of Dr. Halm Rayon a, 
who is now in San Salvador as ad- 
visor to the National School of 
Agronomy, is another success story 
of Israeli expertise. 

‘ Barcelona-born Ravona came to 
Israel as a youth, studied agriculture 
at Mikve Tisrael, served In Nahal 
and then studied animal husbandry, 
eventually gaining his doctorate. 

The Eh Salvador National School of 
Agronomy had only about 200 
students before Dr. Ravona took 
over the advisory job. Today there 
are over 500 students, and places are 
at a premium. Among other things 
Dr. Ravona revised the curriculum 
so that students both work and study. 
The School’s farm is now self- 
supporting. The new curriculum in- 
cludes a study period in Israel. 

■It is amazing," Abt says, “to see 
, what even a short visit to Israel does 
our trainees. When you go to their 
homes you will find a corner where 
they display the souvenirs they have 
bought, together with photographs 



and their diploma. They treat this 
corner Like a sanctuary.’ 1 

What about the future? 

Zsrael has decided that it can no 
longer afford to give free aid, and 
has recently set up a government 
agency called Agridev to be respon- 
sible for agricultural aid abroad. A 
number of countries have already 
announced that they are willing to 
pay for the aid, as well as royalties 
for the use of hybrid seeds from 
Israel plus the use of new modern 
technological methods developed In 
Israel. 

One trainee who was in Israel 
recently said at the end of an 
agricultural course: "I can’t unders- 
tand your nrigh hours. Instead of 
making war, they should make a 
peace agreement with the provision 
that you give them agricultural old, 
just as you give to far-away places." 

Though there is no peace yet, 
many of our neighbours are already 
enjoying Israeli agricultural aid In a 
roundabout way. Many West Bank 
agronomists take on jobs as exten- 
sion service officials and receive 
some training in Israel. They are 
then wooed by high salaries to 
neighbouring countries, where they 
put to practical use the training they 
received here. 


Quarrelling, yelling parents 
— a family embarrassment

"PLEASE, PLEASE tell me what I 
can do about my parents!" 

The plea came from my friend, 
Sonny, a healthy, bright 14-year-old. 

"They are constantly arguing and 
quarrelling,” he continued,, "and 
they don’t seem to care who hears 
them! Sometimes, when I’m coining 
home from school. £ can hear them 
before I enter the building, and I’m 
ashamed to pass the neighbours. My 
mother wants to know why I always 
go to my boyfriend's house to do 
homework and be never comes to 
our house. But when I tell her, she 
just shrugs her shoulders and says 
that's the way they are." 

Further conversation with my 
young friend elicited the information 
that his parents were not unhappy 
together; to the best of bis 
knowledge, there had never been the 
slightest hint of dissolving the 
marriage. They were both devoted to 
their child and to their home. 

Sonny could not remember (even 
as a much younger child) ever hav- 
ing been frightened by their noisy ex- 
changes. The arguments usually 
started over nothing Important, but, 
impelled by their own momentum, 
built up by stages to the name- 
calling level. At their worst, they led 
to a few days of “not talking to each 
other," and Sonny was then pressed 
into involuntary service as their 
talking machine. At their best, it was 
noisome altercation ending in a 
draw, with both parents accusing 
each other of obstinacy, idiocy, or 
both. 

My young friend is not familiar 
with that quotation “...a tale told by 
an Idiot, full of sound..." and if he 
were, It would be of small comfort to 
him. He wanted to know what he 
could do to improve what was to him 
(as well as to the neighbours. I’m 
sure) shaming and uncomfortable 
behaviour on the part of his parents. 

I had no answer for him. "Ignore it" 
was impossible, and "Grin and bear 
it" was what he was already doing. 
Obviously, it was getting harder and 
harder for him to grin about it, or he 
would never have brought the 


matter to my attention in the first 
place. 

As a counsellor, the best I can do 1s 
to point out that all of us (parents in- 
cluded) have our own peculiarities 
and habit patterns. And we accept 
our nearest and dearest ones even if 
we don't always like the way they 
behave. At 14. he's too young to un- 
derstand really ail the reasons why 
people might act in such a way; at 
24, it's not his place to educate his 
parents; at 14, he's only old enough 
to he miserable about a situation not 
of his making and over which he has 
□o control. 

Common situation 

Sonny's parents aren't all that un- 
usual. Many persons Indulge in this 
kind of spirited argumentation, 
barely skirting the boundary that 
divides debate from Insult. They are 
unaware that they sound hostile or 
aggressive, and, if confronted with- 
this fact, they would probably say, 
"Who, me?" 

When the argument gets out of 
control and becomes a quarrel, they 
feel abused that their adversary 
should have become so cruel for no 
good reason. They see no reason for 
other people to be embarrassed by 
their behaviour. Such couples, when 
asked to evaluate their marriage on 
a scale of 3-iC, very often give 
themselves a high mark. 

SOME COUPLES justify such 
behaviour in different ways. Some 
call ft "honest communication.*' 
"We don’t bottle things up; we let 
each other know exactly how we feel 
about things." "A guod argument 
clears the air.” "Every married cou- 
ple has fights." But whatever the un- 
derlying causes, most couples who 
indulge in this kind of constant mini- 
battling are just plain showing bad 
habltB. If you listen to them argue, 
you can foretell what will come next, 
because their behaviour has become 
ritualized, and comments are just as 
much a habit as the way they part 
their hair or brush their teeth. 

But the worst part of the whole 


thing is that, as far as Sonny is con- 
cerned, his parents' behaviour is Just 
plain foolish! When I pressed him to 
tell me what it was about his 
parents' behaviour that bothered 
him the most, he stuttered and 
spluttered and finally blurted out, 
"They're just silly!" His parents are 
not over-strict, over-demanding, un- 
reasonable, uncommunicative, or 
any of the hundreds of things of 
which I've heard adolescents accuse 
their parents. They are just silly! 

Part of growing up Is coming to 
terms with the knowledge that one's 
parents are not perfect. But Sonny 
still has a lot of growing up to do. He 
still needs parental guidance and 
control. But his parents have dis- 
qualified themselves as advisors in a 
very important area of maturation 
-- interpersonal relations. Their 
credibility rating in this area fin his 
eyes, at least) Is a big, fat zero. 

Acts that tell 

They can tell their son how to 
behave properly with other people, 
and, to their credit, Sonny’s parents 
wouldn’t dream of behaving towards 
others as they behave toward each 
other. But what they demonstrate in 
their daily behaviour is a short 
tamper and a lack of restraint, and 
this is what Sonny sees. It la in- 
evitable that the youngster will 
make comparisons — the way his 
parents act ri* a ris other adults he 
knows. It is sad that at age 14 he 
should fee] that his parents are 
"silly." 

One learns social behaviour by ex- 
ample, by Imitating others. This is 
true at all ages, but is especially ob- 
vious during the pre-adoleacent and 
adolescent years. Hero worship, the 
emulation of movie stars and sports 
figures arc simply exaggerations of 
this kind of behaviour. But there Is 
another kind of learning, and this is 
called learning by negative ex- 
ample: in short, doing something In 
exactly the opposite manner. One 
may hope that Sonny would view his 
parents' quarrelling as a negative 
example.

South asked what my bids meant and 
Shoresh. East, replied that I bad Il- 
ia points, three spades, five hearts, 
three diamonds and two clubs. How 
did he know? 

This was East’s analysis. While 
my opening bid announced 11-19 
points, my re bid a were In the 
minimum range, probably 11-15 
points. My opening bid announced a 
heart suit of at least four cards, and 
denied as many as four Clubs or tour 
diamonds. My one no trump rebid 
denied as many as four spades, but 
showed a balanced hand with at least 
two cards in every suit. 


East knew that I knew that he had 
five clubs — for with my known shor- 
tage in clubs he could not have bid 
this suit with fewe r than f ive clubs — 
and that if Z had three clubs I would 
have passed. We were playing with 
IMP scoring; we obviously did not 
have enough strength to bid a game, 
and playing the 5-3 club fit would 
have been reasonable. 

My support of spades indicated 
three cards fa the suit. That meant I 
had eight cards in hearts and 
diamonds. I could not have tour 
diamonds, (I would have opened one 
diamond If I did) and if I had had six 
hearts I would have rebid them. So 
my distribution was clearly 3-5-S-2. 

This kind of pinpoint bidding is one 
of the great features of First Up. 
Today's column is the first of a 
series on First Up that will appear 
from time to time. I expect First Up 
to make a great contribution to 
bridge bidding. It was devised by an 
American, Berl Staliard of Miles Ci- 
ty, Montana. Terence Reese has 
written a soon to be published book 
on the system.

And, extoll- 
fag.th'e advantages of kpsheir mealjs 
aloft, ' !be adds: ' "Literally ‘and " 
figuratively, nothing can lift Jewish 
consciousness to greater heights, at- 
tach it to the Jew over longer dis- 
tances, and better prevent the 
speeding winds of change from blow- 
ing him religiously adrift than a 
special airborne kosher meal, 
delicately and deliciously reminding 
him of the distinction between him

and the other passengers, as he 
shares their company thirty thou- 
sand feet above land and sea..." 

The booklet contains lists of kosher 
establishments in 30 countries, in 
both Western and Eastern Europe. 
For six other countries — Finland, 
Greece .Portugal, Sweden, Turkey 
and:, Yugoslavia- — where there are 
no kosher hotels or restaurants, the 
booklet provides the addresses and 
phone numbers of rabbis or Jewish 
community centres. 

VERY PROPERLY, Swissair says 
in the foreword that it "cannot 
accept any responsibility for the 
kashrut or other claims of the es- 
tablishments listed," and tor that 


reason the addresses of local rab- 
binical authorities are always given, 
so that travellers can make their 
own enquiries. 

Nor does the pamphlet claim to be 
absolutely accurate or exhaustive: 
after all, Jewish restaurants — like 
otber restaurants — spring up (and 
shut down) with remarkable rapidi- 
ty. For instance, it lists nine kosher 
restaurants in Paris — but on a visit 
there this summer I discovered 
several more. (Almost alt of them 
are situated around the Folies 
Berghre. cheek-by-jowl with Moroc- 
can and Algerian eating-houses, and 
competing with them spiritedly fa 
the purveyance of couscous.) 

A less excusable lapse, however. ~ 
which I discovered to my grief one" 
Friday, is the' pamphlet's failure -to 
note that the solitary kosher 
restaurant which it lists In Brussels, 
at the Jewish Youth Centre in 
Chaussee de Vleurgat, closed down 
more than a year ago. i Fortunately

A RARE BALANCE

ONE RARELY encounters a musi- 
cian whose artistic personality is 
completely balanced between emo- 
tion and intellect, inner conviction 
and actual realization, musical 
thought and musical sound. But all of 
Vardi's interpretations are un- 
mistakable expressions of these 
traits. Some of his playing was of the 
highest order. 

In Haydn's F minor Variations he 
was, magnificently attuned to the 
composer's almost prophetic roman- 
ticism, and produced a beautiful and 
touching song of sadness. 
Beethoven's Variations were mark- 
ed by a marvellously polished tone 
and perfectly poised phrasing. Even 
In the Introductory “La Belle Fran- 
coise," one of Mozart's rather 


weaker pieces. Vardi did his best to 
make it as significant as possible. 

Generally speaking, however, the 
first part of the recital did not 
provide sufficient variety. Three 
sets of variations are not a very hap- 
py choice and they offered scarcely 
any opportunity to relinquish 
restraint. But even though the first 
part, while offering a great deal of 
delicacy, somewhat disappointed, it 
helped to focus attention on the se- 
cond half, which consisted of one 
single work, Beethoven's incredible 
- Op. 111. One can imagine, perhaps, a 
more majestic and strife-torn first 
movmement but hardly a more 
perfectly organized and worked-out 
sequence of musical Ideas. The se- 
cond movement suited Vardi even 
better: eliminating all personal 
motivations, he came near a convin- 
cing expression of the movement's 
purpose and aim: the expression of 
the unattainable.

Probing tale of a misfit 


EASFAH HAUSER (Tchelet, Tel Aviv). 
Starring Brao 8., Walter Ladengast, 
Brigitte Min. Directed by Werner Heraog. 
In French. EugUah subtitles. 

THE LEGENDARY Kaspar Hauser 
was discovered standing 
mysteriously in Nuremberg's cen- 
tral square in 1828. Nothing was 
known of his origins except that he 
had been reared In a cellar — tied to 
the floor — and was accustomed to 
eating only the most meagre food. 
His tale has been tackled by the in- 
novative German producer-director 
Werner Herzog, who has a fascina- 
tion for society's misfits, using them 
to illuminate the limitations within 
the “normal" human being. 

Hauser was illiterate, practically 
mute and Ignorant even of the face of 
a man. Absorbed into the home of an 
elderly benefactor, Daumer (Walter 
Ladengaat). he received his educa- 
tion. Herzog depicts Hauser as a 
quiet and gentle man with a 
preference for the company of 


children and birds and the kindly, 
knitting, housekeeper (a com- 
passionate performance from 
Brigitte Mira). He spurns the 
hypocritical representatives of the 
church, out-thinks the ways of 
abstract logic and. in a superb scene, 
defiantly argues the consciousness 
of an apple, clearly Illustrating his 
and his benefactor’s separate 
realities. In a ghoulish finale, doc- 
tors search for physical deformities 
to explain Hauser's strangeness, 
failing to recognize them, instead, in 
their own environment. 

At the centre of this sombre, Ger- 
manic tragedy is the extraordinary 
acting of Bruno S., whose years 
spent In orphanages and mental in- 
stitutions Infuse strength and convic- 
tion Into his performance. 

Winner of this year’s Grand Jury 
Prize at Cannes. “Kaspar Hauser” 
Is a poetic, overlong masterpiece of 
painful and beautiful perceptions.

PARIS. — The economic recovery 
which generally started in the 
autumn of 1970 is over in the great 
majority of industrial countries, ac- 
cording to Dr. Kurt RJchebocher, ex- 
ecutive manager of West Germany's 
Dr es drier Bank. 

Speaking at a conference on "The 
Management of Foreign Exchange 
Risks," organized by the Inter- 
national Herald Tribune with Forex 
Research Ltd., Dr. Ricbebacher 
went on to say that in many coun- 
tries the recovery ended as early as 
the middle of last year. 

He said that in all countries except 
the U.S., "there was just a brief 
revival in output at the turn of the 
year, largely due to an inventory 
build-up. But since then nearly all. 
national economies — and with them 
the world economy — have been go- 
ing sour at a pace few people imagin- 
ed possible a few months ago." 

Elaborating on tbe future of 
specific countries, Dr. RJchebocher 


forecast austerity and devaluation 
for the Scandinavian countries, 
Turkey, Austria, Spain, Australia, 
Portugal and Greece. These and 
other small countries have com- 
mitted themselves to full employ- 
ment "virtually regardless of the in- 
evitable consequences for the infla- 
tion rate and balance of payments.’ 
he said. 

The result of their policy is "over- 
valued currency and rising wages," 
described by Dr. Ricbebacher 
"an absolutely certain way of killing 
business profits and thus eventually 
business investment. The end of the 
story: devaluations and finally 
austerity." He saw little hope for a 
return to prosperity In the near 
future. 

He said that only one government 
in the world "has really grasped the 
nettle and succeeded in combining 
monetary restraint with wage 
restraint. "That country." he said, 
"is England.”

Thet'e are no clear signs yet of any 
economic recovery, and although 
price inflation has accelerated, this 
has been caused mainly by cost 
pushes and for the time being there 
is no demand-caused pull on prices. 
This emerges from the latest survey 
of economic developments which 
will be published shortly by the Bank 
of Israel. 

Nevertheless, the central bank's 
survey warns that the increased li- 
quidity — mainly caused by higher 
public expenditure — may cause de- 
mand inflation in the future and im- 
pair Israel’s competitiveness. 

Both private and public expen- 
diture have gone up in recent 
months, the bank's survey says, and 
the third quarter of the year has seen 
a steep rise in public expenditure. 
This, In particular, has pumped 
large amounts of cash into the 
economy and made it possible for the 
business sector to translate cost in- 
creases into higher prices. The rise 

In real wages In the public sector, 

which pulled up wages in other sec- 
tors too. augmented the monetary 
expansion. 

The third quarter of 1977 saw a 
further Improvement in the current 
once of payments, with exports 
'growing significantly while imports 
rose more slowly. Nevertheless, the 
Bank of Israel survey Is concerned 
about an apparent deterioration in 
the profitability of exports as a 
result of accelerated domestic price 
inflation in recent months. The more 
rapid rate of inflation may, in turn, 
generate more Inflationary expec- 
tations among the public. 

Bank of Israel officials also 
pointed out with concern the rapid 
expansion of commercial bank 
credit, which rose hy H«3.7b. since 
February and reached ILl2b. In the 
second half of October. Last month 
alone, the survey says, credit ex- 
panded by ILib. In January, com- 


mercial credit was IL9.3b,. and thus 
rose by 28 per cent, while prices rose 
by 21 per cent. 

The survey notes that the gross 
national product rose in the first half 
of the year and stabilized Itself at a 
level above that of the second half of 
1976. but most of the Increase was 
due to higher consumption. Invest- 
ment, on the other hand, sank still 
lower, reflecting that the economy — 
and particularly the industrial sec- 
tor — had not yet adjusted to the 
rccessionist trends in the domestic 
market and had substantial excess 
capacity. 

At the same time, some 
economists pointed out, the data did 
not explain or reveal any significant 
trend for Investment in export in- 
dustries to rise, which might have 
offset the slowdown in investments 
oriented towards the domestic 
market. 

The survey discerns, however, 
some signs of investment picking up 
in the third quarter of the year, since 
imports of capital goods have risen 
somewhat. 

There are also some indications 
that residential construction in the 
private sector is picking up. Sales of 
finished flats have gone up by 20 per . 
cent In the second quarter and by 17 
per cent In the first quarter. Public 
residential construction, however, 
remains stagnant, mainly as a result 
of low immigration. 

Industrial output, which rose in the 
first quarter of the year, has not in- 
creased any further, but still 
remains above the 1B76 level. There 
has been no significant increase in 
Industrial employment, and un- 
employment remains at the 3.6 per 
cent level. At the same time, 
employment of workers from the ad- 
ministered territories continues to 
decline. 

One welcome development accor- 
ding to the survey, is that employ- 
ment in the Government service has 
stopped growing.

BEN-QURION AIRPORT. — El Al 
concluded the summer season with a 
growth of 20 per cent on the Euro- 
pean routes and a 10 per cent In- 
crease in passenger traffic on the 
North Atlantic line, tbe company 
spokesman said. 

In the first nine months of 1977, the 
national airline carried 730.000 
passengers on Its European flights, 
130,000 more than last year.

According to IATA statistics, El Al 
headed the load factor table on the 
North Atlantic route in August, with 
77 per cent occupancy. Next come 
Aer Lingua- Irish, and Air France.

CEG-I maintains a 
network of 12 offices in the main 
cities of the U.S. and in Israel. Ex- 
perienced American business ex- 
ecutives serve as volunteer directors 
on the organization's board of direc- 
tors. 

The list of directors reads like a 
Who's Who of American Jewish 
business leaders. Elmer Winter is 
the chairman of CEG-I.

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Growding in at the top 


AT LONG LAST, there Is light at the end of the tunnel. With the 
coming appointment of just two more ministers, these without 
portfolio, and several more deputy ministers, the task of mak- 
ing up the administration approved by the Knesset more than 
four months ago will finally have been completed. 

The Begin Government, as the Premier justifiably boasted, is 
the second most broadly based in the nation's history. For ap- 
parently that same reason, however, it also appears as very 
nearly the most elephantine and unwieldy. It is about to consist 
of 19 ministers, two fewer than the Rabin regime, but of even 
more top officials if deputy ministers are counted as well. 

This is a far cry from the tightly economical cabinet en- 
visaged early on by Prof. Rom’s administrative reform com- 
mittee. 

The broadened base is the result of the Democratic Movement 
for Change joining in this week. The DMC’s inclusion may have 
the effect of loosening the religious parties' grip on Mr. Begin, 
and of relaxing Mr. Begin ’a hold on the cabinet. But because 
some compensation was due to the DMC for agreeing to forgo 
previous insistence on its famous "conditions,'' the party was 
allowed a degree of freedom from coalition discipline that is un- 
precedented. 

Thus the DMC will have the right to transfer decisions on new 
settlements to the Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee of 
the Knesset; it will be entitled to abstain in Knesset votes on 
Judea and Samaria, and to vote as it pleases on religious 
matters .and on electoral reform. It will, however, have to side 
with the Government in confidence votes. 

The stability of administration need not therefore be affected. 
But orderly government will not necessarily be the beneficiary. 

Quite apart from their impact on overall policies, the four 
DMC ministers should nevertheless be a valuable addition to a 
not very distinguished roster of Likud and NRP represen- 
tatives. Since they come' somewhat late to their jobs, they will, 
however, have their hands full with work already started by 
others, or sorely neglected. 

Mr. Shmuel Tamir may not be everyone’s idea of "the con- 
science of the nation," as he himself defined the role of a 
Minister of Justice, but he is a professional with few peers. It 
will be interesting to watch him grapple with some of the new 
"law-and-order” legislation proposed within the Government 
which he has gone on record as opposing. 

At Transport and Communications, Mr. Meir Amlt would 
have ample scope to demonstrate that a true technocrat can 
solve problems that bave defied all politicians before him. 

As head of the newly formed department of Labour and Social 
Betterment, Dr. Yisrael Katz, an eminent specialist in welfare, 
could show that the long-mooted combination of the activities 
now wider his control is indeed salutary, and should, as promis- 
ed. eventually embrace Health, too. 

The most enigmatic role among the DMC quartet is that 
assigned to the party’s leader. Prof. Yigael Yadin. Stripped of 
the purely honorific title of Deputy Premier — and shorn of the 
function of Acting Premier, reserved for occasions of Mi*. 
Begin’s absence — Prof. Yadin emerges as simply another 
Minister — without Portfolio. 

‘ There is little prospect that he will play the role of chief ad- 
viser to the Premier in that post; and with Dr. Katz in charge of 
most social betterment functions, it Is hard to see what "coor- 
dinating" in that field would be required of him. 

The pundits, of course, believe that Yadin's very presence in 
the cabinet coiild dissolve old alliances and shape new ones; and 
4n the process get him to the top of the line of succession. Maybe 
so; the country will have to wait and see. 


Behind the smiles 


A WELCOME VISIT was paid to this country during the past 
two days by U.S. Secretary of the Treasury Michael 
Blumenthal. His principal host was Finance Minister Simha 
Ehrlich, and the two, accompanied by top aides, appeared to 
have conducted useful talks on the outstanding problems and 
prospects in the field of economic cooperation and financial 
assistance between Israel and the U.S. 

Prime Minister Begin, too, saw Mr. Blumenthal briefly. After 
the meeting Mr. Begin came out to predict that American aid to 
Israel would not be reduced and might even be raised. 

This was heartwarming news, no doubt inspired by the 
Secretary's personal assurances. It did not, however, entirely 
jibe with Mr. Ehrlich’s stern warning, upon his return from 
Washington recently, that Israelis should not expect the U.S. to 
keep subsidizing them for long to the tune of something like 
$2. 3b. annually. ' 

Moreover, America's willingness to carry this burden, even 
for a while longer, depends on considerations that are less 
economic than political. The final decision on it therefore lies 
not with Secretary Blumenthal but with President Carter. 

Mr. Begin, as is his wont, seized on the opportunity to assure 
the people that no cutoff in American aid was being threatened 
as a result of any possible clash with the U.S. He, of course, also 
denies that any such clash is in the offing. 

This penchant for accentuating the positive, in disregard of 
any negative facts, was severely criticized yesterday in a 
newspaper article by Likud MK Zalman Shoval. With the advan- 
tage of several weeks' service as a member of the Israel delega- 
tion to the current session of the General Assembly, Mr. Shoval, 
writing from New York, urged the administration — that is, in 
effect, Mr. Begin — to keep the pre-election promise of tellihg 
the truth to the country. 

Perhaps the chances for that have improved with the entry of 
the DMC — on the very ground of a national emergency — into 
the government. Certainly Mr. Blumenthal’s own visit, friendly 
in spirit though it was, served to point out the accumulating ten- 
sion. 

It was not the fault of the Secretary that the State Department 
had decreed an "official tour" for him in western Jerusalem, 
and a strictly “private tour” in the eastern part of the capital. 
This diplomatic redivision of the city has been more-or-less 
settled American practice for years. The latest example was, 
however, the most blatant — and it led to Mayor Kollek’s refusal 
to play host to the American guest. 

The Americans contend that they must do this to block any 
suggestion of formal recognition of what Israelis call the 
capital's reunification, and the U.S., among others, terms the 

annexation of East Jerusalem. 

But if that were the only reason, then, as Mr. Kollek rightly 
said, it would behove the U.S. to at least acknowledge Israel’s 
sovereignty in West Jerusalem — by moving their embassy 
here, as pledged by the Democrats in the last presidential elec- 
tion. Surely it would not need even the smallest frontier "rec- 
tification" to have this part of the city recognized as belonging 
in Israel. 

As for East Jerusalem, U.S. policy on this issue is too well 
known to require public demonstration of the kind attempted on 
the occasion of- Mr. Blumenthal's visit. 

The ineluctable conclusion is that the U.S. has again gone out 
of its way to appease the Arabs, even at the risk of discourtesy 
to Israel. Mr. Kollek took a reciprocal risk in order to defend the 
dignity of the capital. In doing so he expressed a deeply felt pop- 
ular sentiment.

Sir. — Your editorial and news 
columns have made frequent 
reference to the term. "Conser- 
vative conversions in accordance 
with the Halacha." Please note that 
thin la a self-contradictory concept, 
much like speaking of a square cir- 
cle. The error arises from the com- 
monly held belief that Tvila and cir- 
cumcision. in the case of a male, are 
the essence of conversion to 
Judaism. In truth, while these are 
essential elements of the conversion 
rite, they are but symbols of an inner 
change. The basic halachic require- 
ment for conversion is the bona fide 
acceptance of the yoke of Heaven, 
i.e. the rule of Halacha. Now, how 
can a Bet Din that does not Itself 
recognize the binding force of the 
Halacha certify to another person’s 
good faith acceptance of its 
authority? 


A Conservative Bet Din could con- 
ceivably attest to a person's accep- 
tance of the Conservative interpreta- 
tion of Halacha. but it could not be a 
partner to a conversion which ac- 
cords with the Halacha subscribed to 
and observed by at least 95 per cent 
of Jews who observe Jewish law. I 
use this figure because, while 
Conservative congregations In the 
United States may have large 
membership roles, unfortunately, 
only a tiny percentage of these 
members can be regarded as obser- 
vant Jews, even by Conservative 
definitions. Therefore the number of 
Jews ' In the world who observe the 
Mitzvot is at least 95 per cent 
Orthodox. 


Sir, — The broadcast, originsting 
here In Israel, of the news that a Ger- 
man plane carrying anti-terrorist 
commandos had landed at 
Mogadishu airport might well have 
cost the lives of the hostages aboard 
the Lufthansa aircraft, and certainly 
endangered the rescue mission. 

I think the transmission to the 
public of such news in such Cir- 
cumstances Is reprehensible ; and to 
bave such a story broken by Israeli 
media is — In the light of Israeli ex- 
perience with terrorism — almost in- 
comprehensible . 

It seems to me that we journalists 

— and most particularly, our editors 

— need to re-examine our priorities 
and responsibilities. We have, I 
think, no special mandate to en- 
danger human lives for the sake of a 
news story.

THE OUTSIDE WORLD finds it con- 
venient, for reasons of its own. to 
support the Arab view on a Middle 
East settlement. Not wanting to be 
excessively barefaced about It, com- 
mentators abroad have changed the 
facts and re-arranged events in a 
way that puts Israel squarely In the 
wrong. 

What the Free World should be 
telling us is that we ought to consider 
making considerable ' territorial 
sacrifices, because the Arabs are 
pressing hard, and the Arabs are 
very Influential nowadays in inter- 
national affairs. That would be a fair 
statement. 

What they are telling us instead Is 
that we ignore the Palestinian 
problem , and that we hold territories 
which do not belong to us ("Arab 
territories” is the accepted phrase). 
Israel possesses, they Inform us, a 
national home of Its own. and could 
perfectly well live in peace with its 
neighbours — were it not that it is 
cursed with an insatiable thirst for 
territorial aggrandizement. 

An image is thus created which is 
reassuring to the foreigner, because 
it makes his policies appear dis- 
passionate and ethical. He .wants to 
appease the Arabs, for good 
materialistic reasons; the Arab 
countries are many In number, and - 
they have oil. So he builds up a 
scenario in which the Zionist regime 
is cast as the villain. 

Needless to say, if Israel conducts 
itself like a military mini-colossus, 
occupying neighbouring territories 
by force (the word ‘‘imperialism” is 
even used), the upshot must be 
another Middle Eastern war. Ibis is 
considered perilous for the world; 
though not. one assumes (supposing 
the analysis to be correct), at all in- 
timidating to Israel. 

The truth is that of all countries on 
the globe, the one that finds the 
prospect of a Middle East war moat 
terrifying and repellent is Israel. 
Every lit male up to the age of 50 
(except for the few in reserved oc- 
cupations) will be called up. 

Jewish blood was shed in the coun- 
try's four major wars since 1948. 
Many of those in their fifties either 
fought in World War n or suffered 
torments more terrible than the 
battlefield. 

Now they must watch their offspr- 
ing. born (they had hoped) to a life of 
peace in the land of redemption, go 
out and face a fire-power more dead- 
ly than anything known before — 
derived from weaponry poured into 
the region by the Russians, the 
British, the French and the 
Americans. In exchange for petro- 
dollars. 

And we are aupposed to be 
gratuitously provoking this bloody 
encounter, against the will of the 
Arabs (who only want a "just and 
lasting peace"), because we choose 
to be avid for territories we do not 
need, and because we insist oh ignor- 
ing "tbe* legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians-” 


THERE IS A patent contradiction 
here. Any right-thinking observer 
who takes a serious look at the Israel 
Government's policy on territories, 
will find that the territory it Is in fact 
ready to evacuate in return for peace 
comprises the bulk of the ad- 
ministered areas, and that .what 
Israel really insists on retaining la, 
in terms of acreage, so small and un- 
pop u) Qua as to be surely tbe smallest 
bone of contention at the centre of 
any major international conflict. 

The observer will also discover 
that the historic Messianic claim of 
Israel to Judea and Samaria has 
largely been abandoned. 

The Alignment parties, in power 
up to .recently, have said that in so 
many words. The Likud, who 
succeeded them, stick to historicity. 
But in practice their spokesmen 
have made it clear that traditional 
all-or-nothing policies must he 
modified, to take account of currant 
pressures. The DMC, by entering the 
Cabinet, have reinforced this trend. 


POSTSCRIPTS! 


A YEAR before the Yom KIppur 
War, the late Meyer Weis gal, builder 
and President of the Weixmann 
Institute of Science, Indulged in a 
fine bit of prophecy and pleading.. 

He had sent a copy of hla 
autobiography, "So Far,” to Hann a h 
Ruppiu. widow of his long-time 
friend Dr. Arthur Ruppin, who had 
himself been responsible for the 
purchase of much of the land now 
farmed in Israel. She thanked him 
for the book, and in return came a 
passionate letter telling her to per- 
suade her son-in-law, archaeologist 
and former chief of staff, Yigael 
Yadin, to leave his academic ivory 
tower and go Into politics. 

Weisgai wrote, on July 2, 1972: 

* ‘The truth of the matter is that Dr. 
Arthur Ruppin and I carried on a 
love affair for many years.. .the 
same kind of love affair I had with 
Shmarya Levin. It is sad beyond 
words that we don't have these kind 
of people around us any more. Z don't 
know whether I am overly 
pessimistic about the present or un- 
duly nostalgic for the past, but when 
Ithinkback over the dazzling galaxy 
of great men I met — Ahad Ha'am, 


Weizmann, Shmarya Levin, Arthur 
Ruppin, Jabotlnaky, Meir Grossman 
and many others, not all of whom I 
agreed with politically, and look 
about the Israeli scene today, I feel 
desolate. There ia no-one — or hardly 
anyone — that can, in the remotest 
way. reach ad karsuleihem • ("to 
their ankles"). With one exception 
perhaps. — and this is no mere 
flattery. That Is your nwn son-in-law, 
who alas chose to be a professor 
rather than a statesman ..it is just 
because Yigael has not meddled in 
polities that Tthink he could raise his 
voice like the prophets of yore 
without fear or favour and tell the 
Israelis what is wrong with them. 
Because I am sure — as sure as we 
are alive today — that the day of 
reckoning will yet come to us. 

"Why I pour out my wrath to you I 

don't know, but somehow your warm 
letter led me to these reflections. 

"Dear Hannah, for my sake and in 
my name, convey my sentiments to 
your son-in-law. There is nobody else 
I can think of In this country who has 
the right, the duty and the ability to 
speak up. He did touch upon these 
matters lightly in an interview the 


other day, but not enough. There 
must be chastisement and anger, 
and as. we say In Yiddish, der heilige 
tzoren (the sacred rage) should 
dominate his speaking.

The false datum is that Israel has 
a nation-sized territorial rarity at its 
disposal and, not content with that, is 
endeavouring to annex a second 
nation-sized territorial entity, so that 
she will own two. countries; while & 
neighbouring, full-sized ethnic group 
with legitimate nationalist 
aspirations has no country at all. .’ . .
